Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a previously classified feature and six trailers. The online film version of 
‘When Animals Dream’ was classified ‘Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age 
and over’ on 9 July 2014 with the note ‘Contains violence and horror’. The feature is a slow 
moving horror/drama about a woman who is persecuted for being a werewolf. 

The feature on this DVD is identical to the previously classified version. However, the inclusion 
of the trailer 'Dead Snow: Red Vs Dead' means that its unrestricted availability is likely to be 
injurious to the public good due to the presentation of horror and violence. The trailer’s zombie 
theme and the reasonably graphic depictions of bloody gore are likely to shock and disturb 
children and younger teenagers. While the presentation is decidedly tongue in cheek it is unlikely 
that this would reduce the impact on a younger audience, unfamiliar with this type of macabre 
humour. Therefore the DVD version of this title is restricted to persons 16 years of age and over. 
This classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression contained in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act but it is the lowest restriction that can be applied in order to prevent 
the likelihood of injury to the public good.
